Loeb, “thrill slayer” of Bobby

Bowen was convinced, he said, 
that the story of Loeb’s killer was 
“not plausible."

3 SURPRISED 
AT JOBBERY

Girl Reporter Saves 
Day by Notifying 
the Officers 

EL MONTE, . eb. 1. i.T)-An 
alert girl reporter and police bul¬ 
lets foiled a bank robbery here 
and sent two bandits to the 
morgue. 

Officers reloaded their pistols 
today and began an investigai ion 
®f past operations of the dead 
holdup men and their jailed con¬ 
federate. 

Slain in the crackling gunfire 
in the Southern County bank here 
late yesterday were E. C. Yates, 
42, Beverly Hills, and Clarence 
Smith, 4.2, Los Angeles. Smith's 
brother, Frank H. Smith, 4 1, Glen¬ 
dale, was captured as he attempt¬ 
ed to flee. Two officers were 
wounded. 

Girl Gives Alarm 

Tillie Erwin, young reporter for 
the El Monte Herald, gave the 
alarm that wrecked the attempt¬ 
ed robbery. Calling the bank for 
news, she heard the telephone 
drop and Mrs. Alice Williams 
scream, "it's a holdup!" 

From a nearby pistol range, 
crack police ami sheriff's marks¬ 
men, nearly a dozen in all, sped 
to the bank with pistols drawn. 

Frank Smith and Yates were 
surprised as they seooped up $3000 
from the vault. They surrend¬ 
ered, but Clarence Smith, who 
had been waiting outside in a se¬ 
dan, burst through the door with 
a sawed-off shotgun and two pis¬ 
tols. 

Bandit Kills Pal 

He fired in the direction of 
Policeman Joseph Fritsch. search¬ 
ing Yates. The shotgun blast 
killed Yates and tore two fingers 
from Fritsch's hand. 

Officers Fritsch fired at Clar¬ 
ence Smith just as the latter fired 
at Fritsch and Yates, bullets from 
the officer's gun killing Smith in¬ 
stantly. 

"I am the luckiest man in the 
world to be alive," said Officer 
Fritsch as the gunsmoke cleared. 
“I guess my wife and three kids 
are glad, too." 

"If it had not been for that 
girl reporter and the smart work 
of the officers," said Sheriff's 
Captain Hay Conley, "the robbery 
would have been successful. The 
bandits were experts at the busi¬ 
ness. They were armed for a 
long siege, carried rops to bind 
their victims and adhesive tape to 
gag them. They had a chemi¬ 
cal preparation on their fingers 
so that they would not leave any 
fingerprints." 

Bobbed Other Banks 

Constable R. E. Fell was 
wounded slightly in the left 
shoulder by a stray shotgun slug. 

Robert Bruce Hunter, cashier 
of the Santa Monica Commercial 
and Savings bank, later identi¬ 
fied Frank Smith and the two 
men as the trio that robbed his 
institution of $6196 last Septem¬ 
ber 18. 

Sheriff’s Inspector Norris G. 
Stensland said Frank Smith con¬ 
fessed today to participation in 
six bank holdups in the last four 
years in the Los Angeles area, 
including the robbery of the San¬ 
ta Monica bank, the Altadena Na¬ 
tional bank and the Pasadena 
branch of the Bank of America.

If the Carlton plan for financing 
4150 self-help cooperative mem¬ 
bers in Southern California under 
an integrated operating procedure 
is turned down by the resettlement 
administration at Washington, a 
mass meeting of cooperatives in 
the Southland will be called to 
find out why. This was an¬ 
nounced today by United Coopera¬ 
tive Exchange of Orange County, 
a federation of 14 cooperatives. 

The plan is designed to help co¬ 
operative members to get off the 
dole and support themselves by 
their work, according to A. K. 
Lawton, manager of United Co¬ 
operative Exchange. He said it 
was the subject of a conference 
last Friday between President 
Roosevelt and Senator Culbert Ol¬ 
son, Epic leader in California. Mr. 
Lawton said he expects a decision 
in the matter soon. Senator Ol¬ 
son and others have petitioned 
Rexford G. Tugwell, director of 
the resettlement administration, 
for an immediate decision. 

“One thousand member families 
in our confederation will be af¬ 
fected by the decision,” said Mr. 
Lawton, “along with an equal 
number of persons in cooperatives 
not in our confederation. Most of 
these people feel that if we are 
turned down our first job is to 
find out why our reasonable re¬ 
quest has been refused. If it is 
because of politics in Washington, 
we intend to let the people of 
Southern California know about it. 
Senator Olson made it plain to the 
President and Mr. Tugwell that 
the plan will save $1,000,000 a 
year in taxes.”

Auction market averages on 
California lemons gained 5 cents 
to $4.33, also on larger volume. 
Sales were 130 cars, 38 more than 
last week. 

W. C. Frackelton, manager of 
the California-Arizona orange and 
grapefruit agency, announced the 
following interstate prorate 820 
cars of navel oranges. The in¬ 
terstate prorate on oranges was 
given as 180 cars of navels. 

The California Fruit Growers 
exchange, commenting on the 
market as a whole, says: 

"Average orange prices dur¬ 
ing the past week were slightly 
lower. The price on large navels 
has shown gradual advance while 
the more plentiful small sizes are 
showing corresponding declines in 
values. 

’ Exchange sales were ahead of 
last week but continued cold wea¬

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MORE TAX PAINS 

P RESIDENT ROOSEVELT tells congress that at least j 
$500,000,000 in new taxes must be levied to carry out , 
the present federal program. The increased revenue is j 
necessary because of the veterans bonus, the new farm 
program, and the death of the AAA. 

The average man, while he ponders over the Presi¬ 
dent’s message, will wonder just where the money is 
coming from. 

That, of course, is a matter for congress to decide— 
unpleasant though the task may be in an election year. 

It’s embarrassing for any law maker to have to ask for 
more taxes and more votes almost in the same breath. 

The legislators still have a few ways left, however, 
by which to squeeze out more cash for governmental 
operations. 

They could resurrect the inheritance levy plan which 
caused such a howl last year. This would carve a hefty 
slice off bequests of the wealthy, but economists don’t 
agree that it would raise enough to meet the new needs. 

Another swat-the-rich program includes a substan¬ 
tial boost of income taxes in the higher brackets. This 
would produce another agonized shriek like that which 
accompanied the increase last year, and even at that it 
probably wouldn’t supply all the needed cash. 

If they don’t like the soak-the-rich idea, congress¬ 
men could stick their scoop shovel into the incomes of 
smaller salaried individuals by boosting rates on income 
taxes in the lower brackets. Or they could order a gen¬ 
eral advance of federal sales taxes on gasoline, tobacco, 
etc., which would be another dig into the little man’s 
pocket. These swat-the-poor plans would garner the 
needed money—but there would be a lot of congressmen 
who wouldn’t go back to Washington. 

All in all, the President’s demand places our polit¬ 
ically-minded national legislature in a vexing dilemma. 

Meanwhile the federal expense account moves further 
into the red, and there’s not much in the outlook to justify 1 
hope that the budget will be balanced at an early date. 

Political candidate wants to know what voters 
think about. It is our experience that they think 
about a quarter of the time. 


MECHANICAL MURDER 

A NOTHER suggestion for making the highways 
safer comes from a reader who advocates that rickety 
old automobiles, without lights or brakes, be ruled off 
the roads. 

He points out that this has been done in the state of 
Washington, and that the Washington legislature is to 
be asked to pass a law requiring examination of all auto¬ 
mobiles every six months. 

The incident which brought about the measure cost 
one man his life. A 19-year-old boy, driving such a car, 
killed a pedestrian. Despite the coroner’s verdict, blam¬ 
ing the condition of the car for the tragedy, the youth 
was released—and was allowed to take his car with him. 
Two months later he was arrested, and his car still had 
neither brakes nor lights! 

It is a common error to assume that every mass of 
nuts and bolts which putts along the highway is an auto¬ 
mobile. That is not true. Unless such a machine is 
equipped with every safeguard for the lives of its pas¬ 
sengers and others, it is a potential instrument of death 
and destruction. 

Campaigns for cautious driving and more effective 
penalties are worthwhile. But equally important is a 
campaign to see that every motorist has a car which 
has all the necessary equipment for the protection of his 

life and others.

T HE Los Angeles Times is authority for the statement 
that bookmakers have set up slightly camouflaged 
places of business near U. C. L. A. and U. S. C. in order 
to make it easy for college students to place bets on race 
horses. Not content with that, the paper adds, they are 
circulating among the students on the campuses to solicit 
collegians’ stakes. And to some extent, even, similar 
activities are being carried on in the high schools. 

People of California voted a few years ago to allow 
regulated gambling at race tracks, and there has been 
a general liberalizing of sentiment in regard to the more 
sporting and innocent types of other gambling.

Yet she was lynched by a justly 
furious mob of Wyoming cowmen; “strung up,” 
in other words, to die a miserable death. 

in Sweetwater, Wyoming, back in 1887, there 
lived a man by the name of James Averell, post¬ 
master (for a while), whose scheming plans 
needed a woman. So what better woman could be 
found than the one who happened to be in love 
with him? This was Ella Watson. 

Ella was persuaded, without benefit of clergy, 
to move to Sweetwater and establish a small cattle 
ranch, where she held open house to cowmen. The 
new establishment offered two things—a place for 
cattlemen in town (for Ella’s place was practically 
“in”) to relax and gamble, and also an opportunity 
for Averell’s only store and saloon to do a more 
thriving business, since to reach the new home it 
was necessary to pass his business. 

Eventually there was gambling at Ella's house, 
and eventually debts were paid with cattle. No 
one asked how the cattle had been obtained by a

Arizona:- “The theory that courts are efficient in 
direct proportion to the ratio of convictions and 
punishments to the total number of accused is 
fallacious. All deductions regarding law enforce¬ 
ment are based on the correctness of that conclu¬ 
sion, which involves the notion that every prose¬ 
cutor is infallible, and that juries are never wrong 
excepting when ‘hev acquit and then they are 
always wrong. 

“In a discussion of statistics showing the ineffi¬ 
ciency of the courts invariably the authors over¬ 
look the fact that courts may be one hundred per¬ 
cent efficient in their conduct of trials where 
defendants are acquitted as well as where they are 
convicted. They are efficient in proportion as they 
deal wisely and justly with each case. The trial 
judges cannot control nol-prosses and other dis¬ 
missals. jury trials result in acquittals and yet 
it is boldy asserted that the courts are onlv fifty 
percent efficient 

//THOMAh F. Marshall makes the observation 
I that ‘trial courts are presided over by men 
who take more or less pains to know something 
about both sides of the controversy.’ That is more 
than can be said of some of their critics.” 

■Judge M. T. Phelps, Phoenix Arizona, believes 
that the cause of crime is due to “the indifference 
of the masses of the American people to law 
enforcement. 

“I believe the more important of the immediate 
causes of crime conditions are: 

Archaic procedure in criminal cases. 

Ease with which escape may be effected Dy 
automobile after commission of crime. 

Lack of certainty of punishment, through parole, 
after conviction. 

Defects of the jury system, inherent in every 
activity of life where the human equation is 
involved. 

“Existing prison conditions preventing reform. 

Unwarranted exercise of parole power by boards 
of pardons and paroles.” 

Judge James L. Allen, Superior Court, Orange 
County. California:- “The majority of criminal 
cases today involves young men under 30 years 
of age. Most of these men were boys at the out¬ 
break of the World War. They have reached man¬ 
hood and, for some reason, have gained the idea 
that they are privileged to take the law into their 
own hands. 

“I believe most of the responsibility for this 
attitude is caused by the parents and their failure 
to raise their children properly. In years gone by 
boys were required by their parents to do certain 
chores and had specified duties to perform at home. 
This has changed today and the boy is no longer 
given any responsibility.” 

Judge Ruben S. Schmidt, Presiding Judge of 
Master Calendar Criminal Court, Los Angeles, Cali¬ 
fornia:- “The criticism directed to the bar as a 
whole is most unfair and unjust. My years of ex¬ 
perience upon the bench has brought me in con¬ 
tact with nearly every lawyer at this bar practic¬ 
ing criminal law 

//\V/ITH very little exception the standard of 

▼▼ ethical conduct and the effort to present 
the cause of their client is high—equally as high 
as that presented by the lawyers who confine 
themselves to the practice of civil law. 

“That portion of the Bar practicing criminal 
law as a whole, in ability and sincerity for their 
work for their client and in general ethical con¬ 
duct. rank well with those members of the bar 
confining themselves to civil practice.” 

Judge Pat R. Parker, Superior Court, Mono 
County, California:- “The law’s breakdown is ap¬ 
parent but in reality not so obvious. The break¬ 
down, such as it appears, may be classed as me¬ 
chanical: a figurative application of the old law 
of gravity. The condition is one of overloading. 
The system is top heavy with too much attempt 
at interference with natural laws. 

“The result has been that an upright and moral 
citizenry is forced to standards far removed from 
conscience. The result has been to establish a com¬ 
plementary system founded not on any law, but 
resting upon the individual notions of moral right 
and wrong, as these notions re-act in the minds 
of perhaps thousands of minor officials and lower 
courts 

//IN attempting to judge each individual case 

I before applying the written law, we have cre¬ 
ated and nurtured all the ‘screwy’ sciences of mod¬ 
ern criminology—psychiatry, sociology, and what 
have you. The crying need is a return to common 
sense; a uniformity of application of law regard¬ 
less of person. 

“Until law is returned to its original idea as a 
means of conforming conduct to conscience where 
the result attains safety with happiness, it will 
remain as it is, a misshapened instrument serving 
to destroy the very things it was intended to pre¬ 
serve.” 

Judge Henry C. Kelly, Yuma, Arizona, pleads 
for more room for the judge asking that they “give 
him an authority in the trial somewhat greater 
than that of an umpire between the lawyers, and 
you will soon hear loud wails from the truly crim¬ 
inal class upon the subject of their violated rights 
and privileges, and of the usurpation of the 
courts.”

A Professor Turner 
called attention to the 
obvious fact that wars

The census report of 1890 declared that the 
irontier was gone. Writers tell us that the old 
West with its conflict and struggle is past. Perhaps 
they were led to that belief when Los Angeles real 
estate operators began selling building lots in the 
Pacific Ocean. But, believe me, the old struggle 
against the elements is on today more keenly than 
ever. Our most distinguished alumni—conspicuous 
for public service in these days—are Fish Springs 
and Alkali Wells. The fight to hold the land against 
bankruptcy, weevil, and drought require as brave 
a spirit as ever was honored in pioneers. 

T HE men who write history have not been out on 
the desert of Nevada. They live where there is 
an electric fan on the desk, a refrigerator in the 
pantry, and water running in the kitchen. They 
know no isolation and hardship. The telephone— 
^hat great blessing and pest of civilization, which 
brings the world to interrupt your dinner, spoil 
your book, burn your biscuits and plague your 
peace—has closed the last barrier for them. 

“What will you do for water?" I asked the old- 
timer. 

“Wall, I’m better off than most of my neighbors. 
I’ve had three wettings in four years. They ain’t 
had none.” 

“But what can you do?” I insisted. 

“Guess we will have to do what the alfalfa does 
—go deeper. Them roots is down now twenty-two 
feet where the water table is. It used to be four 
feet here at Lovelock, but as fast as it drops, the 
roots go deeper." 

“You see,” he continued, “I kind of like it. My 
roots are in this land.

A visit to one of the great seed 
breeding stations near Salinas. 
California, is a revelation as well 
as a pleasant experience. In the 
spring when the gardens are a 
riot of blooms, highway travelers 
slow down as they pass and many 
stop, awed by the sight of dozens 
of acres of flowers all in bloom. 

SNAPDRAGONS 

Right now one of the principle 
projects at this seed breeding 
station is the development of 
Rust-Resistant Snapdragons. Sev¬ 
eral acres are devoted to this 
purpose and seed is now being 
produced which will average 75 
to 85 per cent rust proof. The ex¬ 
acting process of selection and 
elimination to overcome this gar¬ 
den "pest” requires that each 
plant that proves rust resistant 
be bagged and seeds from it kept 
separate from all others. Many 
plants prove 100 per cent rust re¬ 
sistant.

It must have been a dandy, 
for (as she tells in the story of 
her life) Ernestine had to stop 
playing the piano every little 
while so that she could mend the 
wires that snapped with old age.
